Watch That Power Skid 
There was a time when braking 
was the most important factor in 
skid prevention. Today it is power. 
Not only is there so much more 
energy under the hood, but such 
terrific torque obtained at the driv­ 
ing wheels through the new auto­ 
matic drives Do not kick down on 
the accelerator to pass another 
car because this may throw the 
car into a power skid. If the car 
has simple overdrive, drive in con­ 
ventional when roads are skiddy. 
Avoid “low” with automatic drives. 
Another Belated Effect 
Odd as it may seem, speedome­ 
ter trouble that doesn’t develop un­ 
til cold weather may be the penalty 
for not using the proper grade of 
lubricant in the transmission the 
summer before. If too light lubri­ 
cant is used in hot weather some 
of it may escape into the speedom­ 
eter cable and slowly work its 
way up. It may not reach the head 
until months later. Sometimes this 
excess 
of 
lubricant 
eliminates 
noises that have become annoying 
in the cable. Putting it another 
way it means that if noises that 
have become annoying in the cable 
disappear the conduit may be get­ 
ting too much of the wrong kind 
of lubricant from the transmission. 
Keep These In Mind 
That area around the gasoline 
filler pipe will benefit by more 
frequent waxing. Spilled gasoline 
takes off the protective shine. 
Don’t have the brakes adjusted 
on a cold day unless the car has 
been allowed to stand in the shop 
and has reached room tempera­ 
ture. 
If the car has a semi-automatic 
transmission and it is difficult to 
shift into the low range indications 
are that there is oil on the me­ 
chanical clutch. It can come from 
either the transmission or from the 
fluid drive unit. 
Time For Efficiency 
One advantage In using a sludge 
remover in with the engine oil is to 
improve action of the drain which 
at the rear main engine bearing 
helps to return oil to the crank­ 
case instead of letting it work 
through to the clutch. But this 
treatment Is not advisable until the 
oil pan has been taken down and 
manually cleaned out first. In try­ 
ing to correct a minor situation in 
the motor it is unvcise to run the 
risk of stirring up a large accumu­ 
lation of sludge. 
Regular use of detergent tvp* 


o h s are most effective in keeping 
the oiling system clean and free 
of organic matter and sludge But 
don’t forget that sludge is an emul­ 
sion of such matter, plus dirt and 
water. The engine needs good fel­ 
lation, both of air and oil. Keep­ 
ing the oil free of excessive quanti­ 
ties of diluent, including water, is 
a matter of avoiding too many 
short, cold runs. Make sure the 
engine thermostat is working prop- 
erlv. Avoid over-choking. Take ad­ 
vantage of upgrades to warm up 
the engine and drive diluent into 
vapor form so that it can excape 
through the crankcase ventilation 
system 
C are For That Chrome 
Because so many cars havs not 
had nickel under the chromium 
plating special care must be taken 
in polishing and cleaning. No abra 
sives should be used. Two rules 
should be observed. 
One Is to avoid work on the 
chrome trim while it is hot. The 
second rule is to use cleansers that 
can be soaked on so that there is 
no scrubbing action. 
Then when the trim is clean wax 
it freely and buff to a high polish.
